such a poem as the Song of Solomon and 
whose emotive nature could be broken up 
likes the fountains of & great deep. I must 
anticipate that an improved symmetry of 
character will be imparted ts the experience 
of the church and more ol the beauty of 
holiness will adorn her courts, when the 
Oriental world «hall be converted to Obrist, 
and Ethiopia shall stretch out her bans 
Our unimpassioned, taciturn, 
and often cloudy temperament in religion, 
docs need an Iinfuslon of the piety which 
will grow up in thoge lands of the Sun. 
Such an infuslon of the Oriental lifeblood 
in the stock of our OChristian experience 
would bring us into clover sympathy with 
the types of sanctifleation represented In 
the Seriptures.

Ohlo's Indorsement of Wilberforce 
Univyersity. 


Simnltaneonsly with « three-page 
account of the great flood that devas- 
tated the Ohio valley, March 23rd, the 
Ohio State Journal devoted nearly & 
half column to a synopsis of Senator 
Lantz's bill that puts into the treasury 
of Wilberforce University $6,646.27. 
Nearly « year ago, the existence of the 
fand was made known to the Executive 
Board of the University, President 
Mitchell immediately announced that 
when the next legislature convened he 
would inaugurate « plan to gecure it. 
The purpose was made known to the 
Trustee Board at its annnal seasion 1n 
Jane, receiving its full-indorsement 
with the authorization that the fund, 
when secured, should be applied to 
the erection of a young men's dormi- 
tory. Early in Jannary, assisted by 
Hon. C. L. Maxwell, « bill was formn- 
lated and introdaced in the senate by 
Hon. Byron Laitz. 

To the securing its pas*age Presi- 
dent Mitchell devoted his constant 
personal attention, overcoming objec- 
tions raised in both senate and house, 
aud finally gettiug the measnre passed 
without a dissenting vote. 

This amonnut, with what bad been 
granted in the University appropria- 
tion bill, makes the splendid total of 
$44,646.27 dedicated to edacktion at 
Wilberforce University by the 73rd 
general assembly of Ohio, exceeding 
anything hitherto done and attesting 
the snpreme confidence of the state in 
this pioneer institation of the race. 
The following is taken from the Obio 
State Journal of Columbus:

IT WILL XOW BE DEYOTED TO EDUCATING 
COLORED YOUTH AT WILBER-

A ROMANTIC STORY, 

HOW A SOUTHERN SLAVE OWNER SOUGHT 

TO REMEMBER SOME OF HIS 
FORMER CHATTELS. 


State Journal :—Behind Sengtor 
Lutz's bill, which became a law by 
\be action of the honse Wednesday 
afternoon, lies a nice story and als0 « 
fat snm of money. A man named 
Richard Randolph, « former resident 
of the «tate of Alabama, and who left 
that state long before the war and set- 
tled in Greene connty, O., died near 
Xenia on Jan, 30, 1859. Deceased 
was & rank Abolitionist, and when he 
left his native *tate liberated all his 
slaves. Some of them followed him 
to his new bome in Ohio, and they 
and their descendants are now promi- 
nent residents of Greene and adjoin- 
ing connties. Mr. Randolph died 
withont heirs and left a will which 
divided his property among his former 
Slaves. Those who could be found 
have long $inee received their share 
of the estate, which was quite large. 
The executor has made a long and 
fruitless search for the other legatees. 
In accordance with law, On Nov. 15, 
1894, he paid into the Gfeene county 
treasury $1,315.20. On Jan. 3, 1895, 
he turned in $3,531.07, and on Jan, 4, 
1895, $1,800, The total of thess sums 
is $6,646.27, 

The money has been lying in the 
treasury ever Since. It 80 happens 
that there is located in Greene county 
a 8chool for the education of the col- 
ored youth, known as Wilberforce 
University, Its resonrces are limited 
and it annually receives a small «um 
from the state for the support of the 
normal department. The institution 
is doing a good work for the colored 
race. It occurred to its friends that 
the money from the Randolph estate 
could be ned to advantage aud at the 
8ame time perpetuate the memory of 
the deceased benefactor. Accordingly 
a bill was drawn upaud introduced by 
Senator Lutz, which provides that the 
treasurer of Greene county sball turn 
the money over to- the institution, 
which shall place it to the credit of 
the endowment fund, The bill pro- 
vides that in the event that the lega- 
tees or their heirs shall prove their 
claims within ten years the legacy 
Shall be returned to them. If this is 
not done the money is to become the 
property of the institution,,

HOW THE 4. M..E. CHURCH WAS PERSE- 

CUTED IN SOUTHAMPTON, 

In this pariah is located a school 
bnilding which was nsed from the 
earliest times since their freedom by 
the colored people (their right of nss 
was never then questioned) the build- 
ing becathe dilapidated and the color- 
ed people were permitted to repair the 
plave at a great cot. One of these 
men alone (Mr. Wm. Simmons) now 
holds s legal claim for gome eleven 
pounds stertivg. The school was re- 
opened and tanght as nsual. After re- 
pairing this place a-very beantiful lit- 
tle stone charch (A. M. E.) was built 
at Port Royal, and last year « regular 
ordained Elder (Minister) placed in 
charge. This quite probably »tirred 
the wrath of the Church of England. 
Minister' Rev. Bruce McKay, who had 
zome ten years ago Subscribed his 
name to give some thirty shillings (if 
not mistaken) and at the present has 
not given « penny. 

This pious OChbristian prelate, on s 
Sunday morning while on his way to 
church for the purpose of giving Firit- 
nal food to his congregation, 
after sending his coachman 
on ahead, the reverend gentleman 
stopped at the school master's, who is 
« member of the A. M. E. Charch, and 
a«ked him about coming to the Church 
of England, and told the master if he 
did not cease going to the A. M. E. 
Church he would hare to give up the 
schoo!. 

When this Christian gentleman was 
employed as a teacher aud given the 
school nothing was said concerning his 
religious beliefs. It was &« grievons 
bour, but rather than sacrifice princi- 
ple and manhood the master decided 
to zacrifice his salary and to go to the 
Church of his choice (A. M. E.), thus 
cut off the support of himself and fam- 
ily. 

This rector sent a written notice to 
vacate the building by Jan. 1st, 1598, 
there being scarcely three months in 
'97. This notice was Signed in the 
name and authority of the Church of 
England, aud the Society for the 
Propagation of Christian Knowledge. 

This was the driving out of nearly 
fonr score children. The parents took 
the grievancy and petitioned the 
governor, but he replied that he 
was powerless; «0 all moved out and 
left the building standing idle, now 
this rector boaats over this pugratious 
act and calls its ministerial power of 
the Church of d. ; 

While not contrary to the regnla- 
tions of his church he will not permit 
members of the A. M. E. Church to 
stand for children when christening. 

A few Sundays ago, after baving in- 
quired and told the parents that *'no 
A. M. E.” could stand, took the occa- 
sion to insnlt Dr. J. W. Cann, M. D., 
by asking **are you an A. M. E?” 

Bishop Jones told the people in 
8Somerset that all other denominations 
were mockery, The good Bishop 
thought the people before him . were 
ignorant, if he were not ignorant him- 
8elf he was bigs. Now as men in the 
bishopric are too broad to be bias and 
prejudiced, and the Church of England 
never allowing illiteracy to enter 1ts 
priesthood, it is indeed sad for the 
people that the good Bishop sbould 
know them only as ignorant. These 
things were not done occultly and in a 
corner, hence the world should know 
them. _ 

This rector kept « society of colored 
and a vast congregation awaiting, 
as he refused to deliver « special $er- 
mon till he sbould be paid in advance; 
and -more than once has he deferred 
the eervice of burying the dead 
that he might go «porting (sboot- 
ing); nor will he tie the nuptial knot 
till all is paid in advance. This is the 
priest in the church of England who 
figures to knife African Methodism 
because she teaches the s0ns of Ham 
that practical equality and unity of 
the human race which the Church of 
England in Bermuda dare not do.

"Forecasts of the Coming General 
Conference of the 4 
KC Church.” 


This was the heading of an editorial 
that appeared in The Defendena\pril 
9th, edited by Rbv. H. C. Astwood. 

I have wondered if the reverend 
gentleman meant all he said in that 
editorial. I wonder whether he was 
*incere or not. I am yery snre, though 
he a writer of marked ability, he 
was not consistent. His criticisms of 
the Bishops were nncalled for, especi 
ally, in the, words nsed, *'tyrannical.” 
These fathers have been given these 
offices for life, and since they cannot 
please every man 1n the Church and 
it was not expected, If the General 
Couference has made a mistake by 
electing them, good Brother Astwood 
ought to bow” his head submissively 
to the highest council of the Charch, 
Men are generally regarded as tyrauni- 
cal when they get a goad after evil do- 
ers. Let ns criticise less aud do more 
onrselves. It is easy to criticise, but 
hard to pat in place the thing needed. 
As to the *fcomplicatedness of the 
Discipline,”' Rev. Astwood was & prom- 
inent man in helping to make the Dis- 
cipline, and there is no good to come 
from his nnmanty critivisem. I think 
this everlasting spread eagle bray- 
ing of some of the so-called great 
men who are prowling around for lan- 
dation-onght to cease. and let us get 
down to business like s8ober and think- 
ing men, Rev. Astwood says there

Noone has done more at the 
peril of his life and at the dissatisfac- 
tion of his family aud friends to give 
breadth of territory and law to the 
Church than Bizbop Henry McNeal 
Tarner, D. D., LL. D. No general 
officer in the Church strove harder to 
do his daty than Rev. C. L. Bradwell 
while « general oflcor. Rev. W. D. 
Johnson gave character, system and 
life to the educational department of 
the great A. M. E. Church. Rev. Axt- 
wood zays,do away with Presiding El- 
ders in the north and east and retain 
them in the sonth only. Could he ex- 
plain what he meant by this state- 
ment?

A 
little fairness is all we a*xk for—*'no 
compromise”'—quietly if we can, but 
forcibly if we mnst.

REY, W. 90. P. SHERMAN 


Appointed Presiding Elder of the 
Brunswick Cireultt. 


Rev. W. O, P. Sherman, one of the 
most snccessfal pastors of St. James 
A. M. E. Tabernacle and able finan- 
cer, has been appointed Presiding El- 
der of the Brunswick district. Rev. 
J. B. Epton has been «ppointed to snc- 
ceed him as pastor of St. James. 

Rev. Sherman, previons to coming 
to St. James, was Presiding Elder of 
Valdosta, Savanuah and Thomasville 
districts. As a leader, preacher and 
manager these districts stand as wit- 
nesses of his ability, It was while 
Presidiug Elder of the Savannah dis- 
trict that that district made its bigh- 
est mark financially and spiritnally, 
and stands yet above any district in 
the connection. 

Rev. Sherman is known to all parts 
of his charch as «a %afe, trustwortby 
and snccessful minister of the gospel. 
He has been & member of four General 
Conferences and has filled places npon 
the most important committees in An- 
nual Conferences. 

His friends regret his leaving the 
city, but hope for him snccess in his 
new field of labor, 

Concerning the misunderstanding in 
his charch, Rev. Sherman says in the 
Press: 

**The cause of the displeasure with 
a part of the members was that on 
Feb. 13 Isaac Elmore, Robert Hadley 
and others acted disorderly during pub- 
lie services, for which they were repri- 
manded by the pastor. One of the offi- 
cers was als0 charged with misusing the 
church's mone 
which he was reprimanded by the pas- 
tor. * These men refased to appeal to 
the Quarterly Conference from the 
decigon of the pastor. Andrew W. 
Alexarder, Joe Coltns, Wesley- Mil- 
len and James U. Young, their friends, 
made charges against the pastor for 
maladministering the law in repri- 
manding thosxe men. The presiding 
elder, 8, D. Roseborough, heard the 
charges and gave his decision, sustain- 
ing the pastor in his actions. 

Dr. C. L. Bradwell, presiding elder, 
and Bishop W. J. Gaines reviewed the 
decision and confirmed the decision of 
the presiding elder. After the decis- 
ion of the presiling elder the men re- 
fused and neglected to perform their 
duties as $tewards; the pastor sns- 
pended them nutil Quarterly Confer- 
ence and placed others in their places. 
They then went to work and got np a 
petition to have the pastor removed 
becanse he reprimanded them. 

Bishop Gaines arrived on March 16. 
He asked who, or how many, that 
wanted the pastor removed, and 39 
sto0d; and how many did not want 
[him removed, and 79-stood; —The 
Bishop was called away on account of 
the death of Bishop James H. Arm- 
strong before he gave his decision in 
the matter, On his retarn Saturday 
last, April 2, out of & membership of 
508, 348 persons signed & petition for 
the retention of the pastor. As pastor I 
gave in my resignation, During my 
pastorate of two years and three 
months, beginnitty with a membership 
of 300, I have collected and paid out 
for all purposes nearly $7,000; com- 
pleted and beantified the church; add- 
ed nearly 400 members, and built a

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WRITES FROM AFRICA. 


Encounters Terrific Winds Along Af- 
rican Coat and Pazzcs Through 
Remarkable Sand Fog Thought 
Death Was at Hand. 


——— 


CAPE TOWN, South Africa, March 18, 
1998, —A fter one of the most fearful or- 
deals that man ever eurvived, 1 am hers 
in Cape Town, What « time to g&t here! 
What «a distance! We thought when at 
home that the equator was a great way 
off, and here we are twenty-nine hundred 
and forty-five miles #outh of the equator 
further than from New York to Queens- 
town. 

The un and moon alone are famillar to 
us; everything elsc appears #trange, and 
even the wwn ccems to have lost his way. 
for he is away over In the nortY, where 
we never dreamed he could get One 
might imagine he had gone to look for 
the North Pole, as the explorers have 
falled to dizcover it. The vtars are all 
Strange. Only a few can be gcen that wo 
have any pereonal eacqualmrtance with; 
auch as the Plelads, Orion, and others, 
and they have all left their heavenly lo- 
cations and gore off north als, The 
North Star left us when we paazed the 
eqrator, and the Southern Croas, which 
never 1s #een In the United States, has 
gone up In the eakles ti] It almost looks 
vertically on the earth. As for the Milky 
Way It pregents « $uperb esplendor ws 
never before witnezsed. 

Our trip from Grand Canary, where we 
matled you our lazt letter, was novel and 
frightful. While paszihg between the 
Canary and Cape Verde islands along the 
African coast, our eahip eteamed into & 
fog, which had a different color from any 
we were famillar with. We were econ in- 
formed that It was a zand fog, produced 
by eand storms on the great desert of Sun- 
hara, and in a few hours the decks of 
our «hip were Ierallly covered with 
and, and xtrange to zay, the fog mwut out 
the light of the un for four days. We 
had pazsed Cape Verde eceveral hundred 
miles before !t left us. Another «hip, we 
were informed, which came the eame 
route a week or $0 before we pazzed, had 
to keep lights burning for three days and 
nights In gucceaston to ace anything at 
all. 

Captain Marshal, the commander of our 
hip, et-ered as far out from the dezert 
coant ns poss!ble to avotd as much of the 
zand rain as he could, for several pazsen- 
gers were nervous, not knowing but that 
the whole of Saharzs might take a notion 
to come out tu sea, and aink the mhip. 

To my the least It was «a «cingular freak 
of nature. The trade wind currents, 
which flow along the Sahara coam, have 
been washing the deacert away for ages. 
But we euspect they are not working fast 
enough, and the winds have resolved to 
help complete the Job. But we certatnly 
& not want them to complete it while we 
are pazsing £0 near the gcene of opera- 
tons. We never knew before that the 
clouds would hold and carry tons and tons 
of sand. 

From the time we left the zand fog tl 
we pazzed the equator we had compara- 
tively a quiet time The band played 
evey night and ladies and gentlemen 
danced; concerts were had, speeches de- 
iverdg. recitations given, prayer meetings 
in another part of the «hip, einging re- 
Iiglous songs, and, odd to realize, the man 
who got up and superintended the relig- 
lous services and sInging would curse and 


get drunk whenever he got ready Card 
playing, dice throwing, checker playing 
and every other game came in for a 


#hare. Yarn spiſnning, terrific experienc- 
es, narrow escapes, what cach other had 
peen In Europe or America; the blowing 
up of the warship Maine, what the Unit- 
ed States ought or ought not to do, formed 
the toplcs of conversatidn, 

The first, third and fourth clans pas- 
#engers all had their apecial fun or 
amusemonts, except on every third night, 
when the first, second and third cluss 
united and had a big thme. 


But white people can bent creation 
arawing the line of diserimination when 
they get ready, Theres were three ladies 
in the hip, beautiful, apparently refined 
and highly accomplizhed, who 414 not 
tart as fret clazs Paszenigers, but on the 
third day pald the difference between 
»econd and first clazs fare and moved into 
the first class part of the ahip. But fun- 
ny as it may appear, the ladies who 
started as first clags from London never 
learned there were three other first class 
passengers on the ahip till they reached 
Cape Town. Yet, there was no pretense 
over it, The men walked, danced, zang, 
promenaded with all alike, But the origi- 
nat first class ladies never knew they 
were on the ship while they traveled £$,000 
miles together, cating at the zame table 
and dancing on the zxame floor. Negro as 
I am, they knew I was aboard, but not 
those accomplished ladies. 

But let us turn to our ocean jaunt. We 
crozssed the equator about 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, March 9th, and congratulated 
ourself upon our plearant and cuccessful 
advance toward Bouth Africa. Another 
day glided by and all was well. 

But winds became &erious and the ocean 
tumbled about at random. We went to 
bed, however, expecting better things in 
the morning. But morning brought no 
relief, Big waves were rolling in quick 
suceession and the mip riding them true, 
but with conslderable labor. The south- 
east trade winds had met us with force 
1,500 -mlles farther north then ugual, for 
we were $tl1] 2,400 miles from Cape Town, 


and from that time till yesterday the 
winds raged as no one had ever 8cen 
them before in this latitude. Great bil- 


lows came across from Cape Horn, which 
rocked our ship fearfully for 2,500 miles, 
It was & constant plunge and roll. Great 
Sheets of water would leap over the bow 
and not only deluge the decks, but even 
the bridge itself, till destruction appeared 
inevitable. Worse and worse matters 
grew tiHI an old sallor became dizhearten- 
ed and sald to us privately: "No one but 
God can gave us." 

Life prezervers were tled on, Hfeboats 
were «<Ccretly got in order, and death 
utared us all in the face. But we never 
lost Hope til three days ago, when we 
came owt on the upper decks early in the 
morning and *zaw the ocean in mountains 
as We had never ecen before. We then 
wald: Well, this settles it. We are 
gone; no chip under heaven can climb 
those mountains and crozs those chasms, 
which appear to be nearly 100 feet deep." 
The mip appeared to be trying to hang 
upon the mere projecting ledges of the 
mountains that rose up far above the ves- 
el, So we lit our pipe for the last time, 


ac we- thought, and went in the amoktng- 


room to awalt the end. All fright was 
gone In a minute and we walted as con- 
tentedly for the end as we ever sat for a 
Mkeness to be taken. In a few moments 
we were asleep and dreamed we were in 
Cape Town. The breakfast bell awakened 
us. The vengeance of the ocean had 
greatly subsided and the gun, which we 
had not een for a week or more, was 
mining in eplendor. All of the ship's 
crew #ay they do not recollect such « gale 
on this route before. 

As ws neared Cape Town and the za 
quieted & little, where we expected the 
moet fearful time, we could gee more 
platnſy the unparalleled force of the 
storm. Bub-marine vegetation rose to the 
top-and floated around in great quantities 
which had been rent and torn' from the 
submerged rocks by the awful heavings, 
wrenchings and twistings of the ocean. 

But, thank God, we are all here in eafe- 
ty, while we are a few days tate. 

We must now close to ate about our dis- 
zmbarkation and take obgervations of the 
city. Beveral ministers of the A. M. E. 
church and the Baptifst cnurch, we learn, 
are on the wharf awalting us.

They 
must begin eomewhers, and by « clev- 
er lins of argument «a writer in an 
Engltsh weekly figures out that the 
places whers the days begin les eome- 
where out In the Pacific Ocean. A 
straight lins does not define the places, 
but It runs, according to this theortet, 
in «a z|\grnag among come of the lands 
nonttered over that broad expanse of 
water. 

This is determined by the following 
reazoning: Seecing that, as one moves 
weatward, the timo gets earlier and 
earller, «0 that when It kw Monday 
noon In London It is szometime Mon- 
day morning in America, it follows 
that, if this principle wers continued 
without limit all the way round the 
world, at the eame moment It was 
Monday noon In London, it would also 
be twenty-four hours later—that Is, 
Tuesday noon In London. As this is, 
of courss, abaurd, we hare to look for 
the lNmit, which does in fact, exist, to 
the principle that as one moves weet- 
ward the time gets earlier, and as ons 
moves caatward It gets later 

Before the clreumnavigation of the 
globe there was no difflculty of this 
kind. When the sun stood over Lon- 
don on Monday It was Monday noon, 


and when It moved weatward (in the: 


common phrase) and stood over Dub- 
lin, « little later, It became Monday 
noon in that city, and then as the 
weatern limit of the known world was 
reached the sun dropped out of alight 


until the next morning when It cams | 
up over the cocaatern horizon and! 


brought Tueasday morning. In this 

interval therefors, the sun was pazsing 

over the place where Tuesday began. 
As discoverers pushed their way fur- 


ther caatward and weatward this abyas | 


became narrower and narrower until 
the place where time changed and the 
days began, dwindled Into & gpace no 
wider than a line, time jumps forward 
twenty-four hours, from noon of ons 
day to noon of the day following. The 
Situation of this line depends on the 


chance of whether any given place was | 


first diacovered by a traveler from the 
eaztward or the west 

As China was first discovered to Eu- 
ropeans by traveters from the went; 
and America by voyagers from the 
east, It is clear the line which marks 
wheres the days begin les between 
these two, in the Pacific Ocean, and in- 
atocad of being a atraight line, zigrags 
about, dividing islands which happen- 
ed to be discovered from the east from 
those which happened to be dilzcovrered 
from the west. 

There must still be many felands In 
that ocean where It Is not yet decided 
to which side of the line they belong, 
and where If one were put down one 
would not know whether it were to- 
day, to-morrow or yesterday. Thers 
must also be many islands there which 
never having been permanently occu- 
pled by civilized people, change their 
day from time to time, a0 that a hip 
calling theres coming from China might 
arrive on Tuesday, while anothenghip 
calling at the same time from America 
would arrive on Monday. Theres must 
also be people Hrving 0 near the line 
that by golng a few miles they can 
or by going back can find yesterday,

Few men deserre more houor and 
few receive more. Long distauces to 
travel, exposure to extremes of temper- 
ature; lacking the -encouragement-of 
large congregations, often poorly paid, 
he labors steadily on, building up the 
town and city obnrches, laying strong 
and broad the foundations of true re- 
ligion in the hearts of the rural popn- 
lation, the backbone of the country. 
He zeldom meets a brother minister. 
The world hardly knows -what 
he is, or where he - is, but 
in his own sphere among his own 
people he is a tremendons power for

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The East Wall of Our Sunday School 
Union Building Has Been Con. 
demned, 
Jannary 27 we received a written 
notice from the building commizsion- 
ers of this city that they regarded the 
east wall of our Sunday School Union 
building as being dangerous and or- 
dered it torn down within ten days. 
The rea} condition of the wall was not 
diseclosed nntil the building immedt- 
ately adjoining us on the east had been 
torn down to make way for a new 
stractnre. 
To tear down our east wall and re- 
build it $0 as to make it plumb and 
straight will cost one thousand one 
handred and ninety dollars, We have 
employed a firm of competent archi- 
tects to draw the plans aud specifica- 
tions and to nperintend-the- work: 
The party to whom the contract was 
awarded ſfurnished « bond of twenty- 
three handred dollars, with two sure- 
ties. No part of the contract price is to 
be paid nutil the work 1s completed to 
the satisfactiou aud acceptance of the 
Building Commissioners, Through 
the favor of our bank and the good 
will of « friend we have secured the 
amount necessary to fulfill our part of 
the contract when the job is finished. 
Six different parties bid on the work, 
the Towest beitig ons thouzandt dottars 
and the highest sixteen hundred dol- 
lars. There were two bids of eleven 
hundred aud ninety dollars each. The 
lowest bid was rejected because there 
was considerable doubt as to the re- 
gponsibility of the bidder. 

There are about one handred and 
eighty thonsand brick in the entire 
wall, and of this number about one 
hundred and four thonsand will have 
to be removed and replaced. The wall 
is sixty-four feet high and one hun- 
dred and twenty-two feet long. Be- 
fore any bricks can be removed the 
west wall must be stoutly braced, all 
the floors and roof well propped, and 
an inside frame wall construoted, v0 
as to protect the interior of the bnild- 
ing from rain, dust, wind, ete, The 
first «tory wall will not be disturbed, 
and we shall be able to conduct our 
business without auy great incon- 
venience., A handsome three-story 
brick bnilding is to be erected on the 
lot immediately adjoining us on the 
east to take the place of a frame struoc- 
ture that has been standing for nearly 
thirty years.

We have simply been 
confronted by an unforeseen event 
and rejoice that we are prepared to 
saccessfully deal with it. e gota 
great burgain In this property, the 
gronnd alone being worth more today 
than the entire property cot us, All 
we ask, when” the time eomes for the 
church fo rally, on next Ohildren's 
Day, is for our friends to remember 
that the eazt wall has been rebuilt and 
to act and contribute accordingly.
